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M. F. Everback Spends a Few Days 


There With Old Friends.

E ditor R e p u b l i c a n : 
A few days ago I had the pleasure 
of a visit with Wm, Rupp and family 
at Spraytown. 
As we drove across 
the country by way of Cortland, I ob­ 
served along the way that the corn 
was needing rain badly. On the clay 
land the crops are much better than 
on the sand and where the corn had 
been well cultivated there will be a 
"ifeiair crop. 
Along the White 
valley the growing crops look well. 
I observed that many improvements 
have been made in recent years, new 
houses and new barns and new wire 
fences are seen on every hand. 
Many 
farmers keep their 
places in good 
trim while others neglect their houses, 
b arns, fences, fields 
and orchards. 
I did not see many young orchards. 
The hill sides of Salt Creek township 
are well situated for raising all kinds 
o f fruits and vegetables and should be 
utilized for that purpose. This is a 
good time for anyone who wants to 
plant a new orchard, to break the 
land and prepare the soil for tree 
planting. The time to put out the 
trees is the latter part of October or 
the first of November. 
Great care 
-hould be taken in the preparation 
and the enrichment of the soil where 
the tree is to be planted. 
Much de­ 
pends upon the time and the way a 
tree is set out. 
Apple trees should be 
from .‘IO to 40 feet apart but peaches 
and plums need not be further apart 
than 15 to 20 feet. 
To keep a young 
tree growing it should be cultivated 
ast like vegetables for a few’years. 
Never plant a tree when the soil is wet. 
I have planted six orchards within 
sixty miles of Seymour and therefore 
-ipeak from experience. 
The only church in Spraytown is 
the Methodist and they had three ser­ 
vices on the Sunday I was there. 
The 
services at the church in Spraytown 
were in German for over forty years, 
but now the services are all in the 
English language. 
While there are a 
few new houses in the town, Spray­ 
town does not contain as many people 
as twenty years ago. 
My friend, Au­ 
gust Graf, has a very interesting fam­ 
ily and although over sixty years of 
age he is still engaged in blacksmith­ 
ing. 
I could not help recalling the 
many who have died in that commun­ 
ity during the last twenty years and 
who are greatly missed by those still

They are the opinions of the honest toilers, of men who 
are willing to give the equivalent of what they get, 
whose standards are the standards of thrift and indus­ 
try, who desire to bring up their children with a decent' 
respect for authority and an honest ambition to attain

CORPORATION WITH A SOHL.

Under the title of a national pure food com­ 
mission it is proposed to organize a corpora­ 
tion with a soul, a corporation whose busi­ 
ness it shall be to do something for posterity 
as well as for the present generation.

This movement has been 
started as a result of pure food legislation, and manu­ 
facturers of food products propose to have a food sci­ 
ence commission of their own. 
The plan is to create a 
permanent board, made up of practical business men, the 
executive contingent to be supported by titty or more food 
factories. 
Pure food affairs will necessarily at first Calili a share 
of the attention of the commission, but ultimately the 
work will take on the character of helpfulness in better­ 
ing nutritive and quality values, Individual health, race 
stamina. 
Practical m anufacturing by systematic meth­ 


ods, to the relief of the clerical and counting house de­ 
partments, is vital to tile progressive industrial develop­ 
ment of tile times. 
Machinery has come to stay, and 
the technical study of new devices will be an important 
feature of the work to be done by this commission. 
The 
saving of bm in and factory waste aud an enlightened 
selfishness are imperative demands in the manufacture 
of twentieth century food products.

Much can be done, not a lit­ 
tle h as been done In tho last two or 
th re e years, by education and “moral 
suasion,” but, after all, contend these 
ex perts, the world m ust come to the 
use of the same degree of compulsion 
in Its fight on tuberculosis th a t has 
been found necciisary in the handling of 
oth e r dreaded Infectious and communl 
cable diseases. 
In other words, the 
h e a lth authorities and the medical pro­ 
fession must have the courage of theif 
opinion and work for the adoption of 
dra s tic m easures of prevention. 
It Is 
significant that the New York Legis­ 
la ture has passed a bill— which Gov­ 
e rnor Hughes has signed'—embodying at 
least the principle of compulsion. 
The 
new act m arks a step forw ard. 
It pro­ 
vides that every physician in the State 
shall report to the local authorities the 
nam e, age, occupation, place of employ­ 
m ent and address of 
every 
person 
know n by him to have consumption. The 
report must be m ade w ithin twenty- 
four hours, and the record is to be kept 
secret. 
In easo of the vacation of any 
; remises by a person suffering from 
consumption, or of the death of such u 
patient, the physician in charge or the 
ow ner or occupant of tho prem ises must 
notify the health board of the fact, and 
tho jjremises are not to be occupied 
again until they have been disinfected 
and cleansed. 
In case the orders of the 
h ealth board nre disobeyed th a t body 
m ay post a placard on the premises con­ 
ta ining the following notice: 
“T uber­ 
culosis 
is 
a 
communicable 
disease. 
T h e se apartm ents iiavo been occupied 
by a consumptive and may be Infected. 
T h ey must not be occupied until the or­ 
der of the health officer directing their 
disinfection or renovation has been com­ 
plied with.

’There are other pro­ 
visions In the act for the prevention of 
Infection through careless habits, noti­ 
fication of the recovery of persons, etc.

certain am ount of 
discretion 
1» 
lodged In the health officers, but none 
in those whose duty it is m ade to re- 
port cases of tuberculosis in any stage. 
Considerable difficulty Is apprehended 
In th e enforcement of the act, and there 
nre those who fear th a t some sufferers 
w ill hesitate to consult a physician and 
bo “ reported,” lest the Boerecy of the 
records be violated in some way.

perience should throw light on such 
questions ns these.

m ay often be stopped by bathing the 
face and neck in cold salt water.

followed their victims to the land of 
shades. 
No one now lives who remem­ 
bers the C arankaw a, and they left no 
relics behind them. 
T he Llpan w ere a bold and formid­ 
able figure down to recent times. Some 
authorities m ake the Lipan a branch 
of the Pawnee, and others rank them 
with the Apache and Navaho. 
Living 
In southw estern Tex as, ranging from 
the Brazos to the Pecos, and sojourning 
much of the time iu Mex ico, the Lipan 
were bold and dashing w arriors, fight­ 
ing the Comanche, raiding the settle­ 
ments, and generally m aking themselves 
disagreeable 
to all 
their 
neighbors, 
white and red. T he Comanche managed 
to kill off most of them, and the T ex as 
rangers took care of most of the rest. 
R etiring to the Santa 
Rosa 
m oun­ 
tains, in C oahuila, the Lipan dashed out 
from th eir fastnesses, and made things 
more than com fortably w arm on the 
Rio Grande. 
J hey might baA*e contin­ 
ued this sort of work indefinitely, but 
made the gross m istake of also raiding 
the Mex ican villages, thus biting tlis 
hand th a t sheltered them. The Mex ican 
governm ent sent a small but business­ 
like arm y, and the Lipan were removed 
bodily to Mex ico City, w here most of 
them died In a few years’ time 
Nothing definite was ever known as 
j to the num bers of either the Lipan or 
thé C arankaw a, nor were any treatise» 
ever w ritten as to their habits and so­ 
cial customs. 
They died as they lived, 
hostile to the w hite m an aud his ways,* 
and passed into the night all unknown 
and u as tori d. 


T hree hundred, years ago Samuel de Champlain, tile 
F rench explorer, founded the settlem ent of Quebec. 
In 
com m em oration of its tercentenary the city of Quebec 
recently had Hie greatest celebration In its history, and 
one of the greatest ever held in the New World. 
The 
Oity gave itself up to festivities for ten days, and C a­ 
n ad ian s of both British and French ancestry Joined in 
m aking th e event one to be remembered. The celebration 
w as a ttend ed by the Prince of Wales, by representatives 
from all the principal governments and by the greatest 
collection of warships, comprising English, French and 
A m erican vessels that ever gathered in the St. Law rence 
river. 
The United States w as represented by Vice Pres- 
lnfcnt I'airbffiTks and Bear A dlm rai W S. Cowles, brother- 
in-law of the President. 
Civil, religious, m ilitary and naval authorities i>ar- 
tieipated In the various ceremonies and festivities. 
T here 
w ere huge and costly pageants, fetes, military p arad es 
a n d naval reviews to charm both eye and ear. 
T he cele­ 
bration w as attended by nearly all Canada, and th o u ­ 
sands of expatriated C anadians gathered from th e va­ 


rious foreign countries in which they have m ade their 
homes. 
The lauding of Champlain on the shore of the 
St. Lawrence a n d his selection of the spot on which Que­ 
bec, the oldest French settlement In Canada, is built, were 
reproduced. 
A great historical pageant was given, Illumi­ 
nated floats representing different events in the history 
of Quebec. 
T here were parades in which the various 
crack Canadian regiments took part. 
Prem ier L a u d e r 
and other noted speakers made addresses. 
T here w as a 
review of the English, French and United States vessels 
In the St. Law rence river. 
Thanksgiving mass was held 
on the Plains of A braham by the Catholics of the city, 
headed by the C anadian primate, and thanksgiving serv­ 
ices were held in the Episcopal cathedral. 
T here w as a 
great shore parad e and a scene enacted representing tho 
landing of W o lfes force, the ascent up the heights and 
the battle of the Plains of A braham. 
Then farew ells 
were exchanged and the British squadron took its d ep ar­ 
ture. 
The next day tile French vessels followed suit, and 
finally the New H am pshire heaved anchor and bade fare­ 
well to Quebec.

These 
wooden 
beams 
served their purpose very well until 
they began 
to 
w ear out. 
Inventive 
genius was equal to the occasion ; the 
wooden beam s were plated w ith iron. 
T h in iron bands were fastened to the 
top of the beam to take the w ear of the 
-cart wheels. 
This was all right as far 
a s the top w as concerned, but the wood­ 
en beams rotted on the bottom ; so they 
m ade them out of iron entirely and laid 
them on short pieces of 
wood which 
could be cheaply replaced when they 
rotted. 
To kyjp the wheels of the coal 
c a rts from running off the rails w as 
th e next problem, and they solved It 
by putting flanges on the outer sides of 
the rail. 
In 1780 William Jessup, the! 
fa th e r of the street railway, took the 
flanges off the rails and put them on 
th e ca rt wheels and the real evolution 
of the street ear began.

The real beginning of the American 
electric street railway system was the 
Union Passenger Railw ay of Richmond, 
Va., equipped by Lieut. Sprague and 
oiwned for service on the first day of 
February, 1888.

—“trolley” is the word in use now. City 
offlcals soon saw the danger of over­ 
head w in # In the crowded city, and their 
precautions led to the underground ay# 
tem, a system th at is fam iliar to all.

rauding Indians.

Newburg to visit General George Clin­ 
ton at Kingston, th** two patriots sat 
beneath the spreading branches of this 
oak and for hours recounted th** events 
of the long struggle and doubtless dis 
cussed plans for the futu re w elfare of 
the country.
